A Philosophical I Voce* a 
Of Preserving Butter 
(No Patent applied for.) 
Editor of The Tribune: 
I will fall into line with Dr. Rass- 
mussen and, through 
your 
paper, 
give the public my discovery for pre­ 
serving butter which I have tested, 
privately, for more than a year. It 
is as follows; 
Take a plate of earth­ 
enware or granite, two 
or 
three 
inches larger than the top of your 
butter jar and into this plate put 
from three-fourths to an inch of fine, 
clean salt, spread evenly. 
Remove 
any paper which may lie on top of 
your butter, spread a couple of thick­ 
nesses of thin, white cloth over the 
top of the jar then turn jar, blitter 
and all upside down into the plate of 
salt, having the cloth between the 
salt and the butter. 
Now take more salt and “ bank up” 
around the outside of the jar about 
an inch on the rim of the plate. 
Put 
plate, butter and jar into an ordin­ 
arily cool cellar and you may leave 
it there any length of time and know 
that it is safe from rats, insects or 
had smells. 
I have fixed bad-smell­ 
ing butter this way and in a month 
it was very sweet and good; with 
the bad smell all gone. 
The philosophy of the above pro­ 
cess is this; 
First: Some of the wat­ 
er used in washing is retained in the 
butter. 
If the jar is left right side 
up this. retained water becomes stale 
and if left long enough, the bacter­ 
ia will develop which gives the rank 
smell and taste often found in 
old 
butter. By turning the jar bottom 
upward this water finds its way down 
into the salt and out of the jar. 
Secondly: Any gas or vapor which 
the butter might absorb must, when 
the Jar is thus inverted and “ hank­ 
ed.” first go through the salt and is 
rendered harmless. Safety from rats, 
etc. is assured by the stone jar and 
insects will not dig through the salt. 
Do not use wooden or metal dishes. 
This whole process 
is so simple 
and easy and also so thoroughly ef­ 
fective that I often wonder that some 
fool has not discovered it before. 
A 
thrifty housewife can buy her year’s 
supply when it is cheapest and by 
this process, have pure butter 
the 
year around. Who will try and re­ 
port results?
